The chief subjects being con­ 
sidered are appendicitis and periton­ 
e a - 
Both have afforded Dr. Doyen, 
the famous Paris surgeon, fresh op­ 
portunity to astonish his colleagues 
by his novel views and new methods 
of treatment. 
Dr. Doyen insists that the majority 
of eases of appendicitis do not need 
a surgical , operation, and that most 
Appendicitis patients who are oper 
ated on suffer from after-effects. 
Doyen treats such a patient by in­ 
jections of mycolysine Into the in­ 
flamed appendix. 
He deciares this

the appendix when it does not contain 
a foreign body, which has caused the 
Inflammation.

Chicago, Dec. 15.—In a 2,000-word 
editorial, the chicago Evening Post, 
heretofore considered one of the most 
stalwart stand-pat Taft newspapers in
